Such  an  amount  can  scarcely  be  ap¬ 
preciated.  It  is  thirty  times  greater 
than  the  amount  ordinarily  in  poeses 
sion  of  the  United  States  Treasury. 
It  is  four  times  as  large  as  the  sum 
total  of  the  nation's  immediate  re¬ 
sources,  as  shown  by  official  report  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  at  the 
ead  of  the  last  fiscal  year.  Tbs  whole 
/  debt  of  tbe  nation  before  the  war  was 
-  about  $65,000,000,  only  slightly  more 
than  2  per  cent  of  the  total  of  Brit¬ 
ain's  hoPbgs  in  America.  Tbe  Brit¬ 
ish  of  today,  iLibev  could  realize  on 
their  investments  at  par,  could  pay 
our  national  debt  forty-aix  times  by 
simply  selling  their  preeent  American 
securitise.  At  the  end  of  the  civil 
war  the  national  debt  was  $2,700,000 
000,  or  $600,000,000  less  than  what 
the  British  now  own  in  the  United 
States.  Today,  with  the  national 
debt  fallen  to  about  $1,500,000,000 
the  British  oould  pay  it  twice  over  by 
taking  out  of  tbs  American  pocket 
that  which  belongs  to  them. 

Tbe  amount  required  to  be  paid  as 
interest,  dividends  or  profits  on  these 
foreign  holdings  of  securities,  if  no 
more  than  five  per  cent  annually,  is 
$162,000,000.  Whatger  the  sum 
may  be,  it  is  “gold  jKng  abroad,” 
not  expended  here,  unless  it  returns 
to  make  new  investments  for  the 
wealth-absorbers  of  Europe,  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  ruinous  financial 
policy  that  for  the  past  thirty  years 
has  been  taking  abroad  tha  cream  of 
the  wealth  produced  in  this  country 
This  suicidal  policy  in  large  measure 
aooounts  for  the  hard  times  and  low 
prices  of  our  productions  and  increase 
in  tbe  value  or  purchasing  power  of 
money  by  the  single  gold  standard.
